The attitude of the French people towards PoMcare 


was peculiar. He VIT.S the one man with a definite plan, 
the" stubborn attorney of France, insisting upon actual 
and punitive damages. The French stood by him as long 
as there was a possibility of success. They vere deluded. 
French public opinion was misinformed. 
The French 


inew nothing of the real situation outside of France, be- 
cause the French newspapers printed nothing except 
propaganda of one- faction or another, in t>e main sup- 
porting Poincare. 
Every man in France who wa? not led into tne 


delusion "that France could gain European hegemony, 
not only military but industrial and commercial, by 
crushing and dismembering Germany and forming alli- 
ances with the new nations sal-rounding Germany, be- 
lieved that the only hope of better things lay in the fall 
of Poincare. That fall seems imminent. 


Lloyd George aptly and forcefully characterizes thc- 


Poincare policy as ruinous not only to Europe but to 
France herself. 
His denunciation of the attempt to 


trample down a nation of 70.000.000 people who for the 
time being are helpless, finds an echo in the hearts and 
raiids of all unbiased men of right feeling and sound 
judgment. The fall of the franc, the increase of taxes. 
France's empty hands, empty of everything except bitter 
and menacing consequences, seem to have brot the French 
people to a realization of the blunder Poincare has 
com- 


mitted. 
When he has stepped aside the soil \vill be better 


prepared for reconstruction and rehabilitation in Central.

spective of party. 


"So far as the mass of taxpayers are concerned, of

The Mellon program includes
